A burning topic of today, is the 
“high cost of living’’. While” many 
reasons are cited for the existing 
high prices of food stuffs, there are 
many ways in which the dwellers in 
fewns and cities may economize in’ 
purchasing supplies for the table. 
Tho majority of city dwellers today 
draw upon the whole world for their 
food supply and buy from the reta!l 
dealer. The telephone and delivery 
wagon entrench him in his position. 
Hence comes the difficulty often en- 
countered in maintaining a public 
market in many of our towns and 
cities. i 

A study of the whole subject of the 
public market leads to the conclusion 
that it is much more advantageous to 
the cily corsumer than to the pro- 
gressive farmer, though there aro cer- 
tain advantages for the latter, such 
as the building up of a reputation 
for certain specialties, the placing of 
a premium upon excellence, and re- 
ceiving better prices than could be 
obtained from focal retailers, The 
cily consumer gets the products fresh 
frem the farm and at much more rea- 
sonsble prices than might be, charged 
ty the retailer if there were no local 
market. Varicus investigations bave 
shown that in some of our cities, cer- 
tain staples cost two or three times 
as much as th@ farmers received for 
these products. A recent investiga- 
tion in # Canadian city of upwards of 
100,000 population showed that in n> 
case was the scale of prices of the r& 
tailer for farm products aa low. 33 
that on the public market, and, ir 
some commodities, the price was 
about double. - While there are many 
city residents who cannot get to the 
public market to buy, there are many 
who can, but who are not patronizing 
it. The difference in cost would pay 
handsomely. The custom of going to 
market is as old as city life itself. 
and as honorable as it is old. 

Where a public market has been 
opened in a town in which it had 
not hitherto existed, prices to the 
consumer heve been lowered: Tn 
towns where they have been allowed 
to go out of existence, prices Mftve 
gone up. Markets should be wholly 
for the use of the farmer d- pot 
dominated by hucksters.—F. C. N.

TRAPPING IS PAYING 


Not only does the following of the 
trapline well repay the boy for tho 
time and energy expended, hut it 
leads him to enjoy tho healthful life 
in-the open, and to become a lover of: 
nature. Jt causcs him to become ob- 
servant and sharpens his wits, when 
he attempts to match his skill against, 
the natural instinct and wariness of 
the wild animals, and offers an inno- 
cent safety valve to the natural ex- 
uberance inherent in every boy hay- 
ing good red blood coursing through 
his veins. 

It is not advisable or necessary to 
wait until the trapping season opens 
before locating places to set the traps, 
as a great deal of the preliminary 
work for a successful trapping season 
should be done now. Cubbies should 
be built, log “runways constructed =i 
places frequented by fur bearing ani- 
mals and bait- placed ‘in’ the’ same, so 
that the animals will become accustom- 
ed to their presence and feed in the 
same before attempts aro made to 
trap them. -In passing through the 
woods and along tho creeks and sand 
bars look for tracks and signs of the 
animals, note where they pass in their 
search for food, examine holes in the 
ground, and see if tracks do 1 ae 
into them with hair on the pile of 
the hole showing that you hare found 
the homo of 2 skunk, a fur that shows 
increasing value and popularity on 
account of its black glossy appearance 
and good wearing qualities. 


WON'T CROSS ROADS. 


As mink have a natural aversion to 
crossjng travelled roads and prefer to 
pass under a bridge or culvert, all 
places of this description should be 
located and an old log or piece of 
plank placed on an angle against the 
sido of the abutment under the bridge 
forming a tunnel or passageway, and 
every mink that passes that way will 
go through tho tunnel you have made. 
Notice where a log lies across a 
stream, as land and even water ani- 
mals will use it as a bridgo in place 
of going through the water, and a trap 
properly placed there often . brings 
good results, 

All theso signs tell their tales to 
the expenienced trapper, and if the 
boys is to make a success of trapping 
he must Jearn to read, these signs, 
which show him whero to  sct his 
traps to make success assured.

If Sane, Thaw Had. 
-- “Right” to Escape 


That is What Madman's Brief Says 
~ New Plan to Fight Extradition 
Unfolds. 


CONCORD, N. H., Nov. 3.—The 
final brief for Harry K. Thaw in con- 
nection with jhis efforts to resist his 
extradition {rom New Hampshire to 
New York, was filed with Governor 
Felker to-day. 

‘The brief states that the indictment 
returned by the New York County 
Grand Jury charging a crime because 
an insane person could not be guilty 
of conspiracy if insane to such an ex- 
tent as to Le irresponsible for his 
acts, while, if he was — sufficently 
mentally responsible to be guilty of 
the offense, he had a legal right to es- 
cape. 

“A person charged with breaking 
out of prison may show in defense ol. 
that charye, that he was unlawfully 
confined in the prison’’ “the. brref 
states. 

The ‘brief further claims that the 
requisition is not in accordance with 
the rules of practice adopted by the 
Governors «1 the diff¢rent States for 
extradition that the laws of New 
York have been violated in obtainirz 
the indictmont and that the requisi- 
tion is not made in good faith. 

The activity of Wm. Tavers Jer- 
ome, special deputy atotrney general 
of New York in obtaining the indict- 


ings before Governor Felkey are at- 
dacked in-the brief, which says: 
“The language used is bullying and 
threatening and could be used for no 
other purpore than the silly thought 
to intimidate your excellengy. This 
unusual ani uncalled for extravagant 
language indicates a personal, pri- 
vate purpose on the part.of the spt- 
cial deputy attorney-general and is 
not consistznt with the simple digni- 
fied discharge of public duty.’’ 





For Parcel Post 


Post Office Authorities Getting 
Ready for Big Rush of Business. 


MONTREAL, Nov. 3.—Preparations 
are under way and on a very exter- 
sive scale to establish the new Gov- 
ernment parcels pdst service in Mont- 
teal and eastern Canada, The service 
which goes into effect on January 1st, 
1014, is expetted to be as fully taken 
advantage of as was that of the Unit- 
ed States and on the basis of the 
United States figures Montreal .will 
probably be a clearing house for [if 
teen million parcels inside the first 
three monti:s of the year, 

Simultaneous with the parcel post 
service establishment here, other ci- 
ties under “the control of the Mont- 
teal Post Office authorities art al«c 
being looked after and will have 
branch depertments of the parce!s 
post. The cities thus brought direct- 
ly under the Montreal district in par- 
cels post jurisdiction are St. Hyn- 
cinthe, Nicolet, Bathrust, Frederick- 
ton, Charlottetowwn, Chatham, 
Monckton, 8+. Johns, New Glasgow, 
Truro, Yarmouth, Sydney and Hali- 
fax. 

The Postmaster General at Ottawa 
is personally looking after the finel 
work that must be completed before 
the year runs out, The Montreal par- 
cel post wil! be opened up in the pre- 
sent building. j Much, however, m- 
rains to be done or decided upon as 
regards the policy and rates. The 
Minister at Ottawa is expected short- 
ly to make an important statement in 
this respect and as Montreal will top 
the list in parcel returns, the aystein > 
to be adopted and rates charged are 
becoming matters of keen interest.

whether, in order to enforce this rule, our people must. submit to the 
evils incidental to a strike.’?’ “Mr. Foss added that if a strike was de- 
clared he would call the Massachusetts Legislature in special session 
“for the purpose of enacting laws which, after providing effective reme- 
dies for all grievances of employees, shall absolutely prohibit strikes of 
railroad operatives employed within this commonwealth." 

The ‘unreasonableness of: the demand that long service is sufficient 
qualification for promotion in any service is apparent. A man may be 
well qualified for the position he may have held for years, but be totally 
unfitted for the position to which the rules of the brotherhood, regard- 
less of qualification, would promote him.

Here are a few illustrations of the results which follow these strikes. 
In Dublin, where a strike has been raging for some time, a cablegram 
of the rst November says ‘‘the strike is costing manufacturers and mer- 
chants £80,000 weekly, according to estimates by Professor Kettle, of 
Trinity College. Extra police alone are costing the city £200 daily. 

English strike breakers, numbering probably one hundred, have 
commenced unloading grain from onc of the Ulster steamship company's 
Steamers at Inishowen Head from Montreal, which has been held idle 

in post eight weeks. 

, Another steamer from Boston hopes to commence to-day when 
more free labor arrives. Strike breakers live in compounds on the 
docks, guarded by scores of police. 

Otherwise there are daily scenes of coal and lumber lorries driven 
into streets escorted by police and soldiers, and marches cf strikers 
the same as a month ago, excepting men who have been starving for 
weeks and cannot show fight, andthe hordes:of women and beggar 
wails that seck alms have increased by thousands. 

It is awful to contemplate what will happen if the British union 
withdraws assistance, for sending food in ships has passed the stage 
of providing ammunition for-labor’s battle; it has become necessary 
and humane even, for Dublin cannot -begiipto feed the hungry s 
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ands who wander homeless through her streets. Dublin struggles to 
supply the fortunate -few who-can pay the enhanced prices for the 
necessaries ‘of ‘fife. z ; 

Serious rioting occurred’at Swords last week after an address to 
the strikers by the local organizer. 

Droves of cattle were driven through the town and the strikers 
wutside the local ‘*Liberty Hall’? attacked the drovers and dispersed the 
cattle. There were only a few police on duty, qitethey did their best to 
orotect the men and cattle, but the crowd Scien srs violent, throwing 
stones and bottles at the police, and under cover ‘of darkness, smashing 
the windows of shops, where the owirs were supposed to be in sym- 
pathy with the farmers or the police. 

Although traders are by one means or another overcoming the dif- 
ficulties of the past six weeks, and men are offering themselves daily 
for employment, yet a new and rather perturbing move has taken place 
for the purpose of dragging merchants into the trouble, who have been 
in no way connected with it. The idea is to select well-to-do firms and 
call out their men, then picket their entrances and prevent any oae| 
being done. The first firm selected was that of Sir Maurice Dockrell & 
Co., Limited, considered to be one of the leading business firms in Dub- | 
fin. The carters were ordered out, and most of them responded, ;

Now, however, Sir Wilfrid has the 
effrontery to ask fora tariff revision 
all along tho line.

BIG DREDGE SAFE. 


“Port Nelson" Lies In Good Berth on 
Shore of James Bay. 

TORONTO, Nov. 8.—Following a 
hurried trip to Ottawa, where he held 
a Jengthy consultation with » Hon. 
Frank Cochrane, Minister of Rall- 
ways and Canals, Lieut.-Col. J. B. 
Miller, manager of the Polson's Iron 
Works, yesterday made a further de- 
nial of the reports that the dredge 
Port Nelson, which the company bullt 
for the Dominion Government for use 
in the development of Port Nelson's 
harbor, had broken her back because 
of being beached on a “hump” at her 
winter quarters. 

“We have had word from Mr. 
McLachlan, Government engineer in 
charge of the harbor works; Capt. 
Freakly, marine superintendent of 
the Railways Department, and from 
Capt. H. B, Saunders, American re- 
Presentalive of the Salvage Associa- 
tlon of London, Eng., who took tho 
dredge to the Hudson Bay,” sald Col. 
Miller, “and they all declared that 
she is intact and safe, In fact, we 
recelved a despatch on Wednesday 
from’ Capt. Saunders declaring that 
the boat was in the same condition 
as when she left here, and that steam 
was ‘up’ as a test for days after she 
had settled down on her bed for the 
winter.” 

“The berth was ‘hand-picked’ In 
every sense of the term by the engl- 
neers, and all boulders, etc., which 
would be Ilable to cause damage wero 
removed. In order to take further 
precautions, Capt. Saunders waited 
for the October fall tide, which {s 
three feet higher than any ordinary 
tide. This left her high and dry. Not 
content with this, and In order to re- 
duce the chances of destruction to a 
minimum, the captain ballasted her 
down with tons of welght. She now 
lies two hundred fect above low- 
water Ine,”

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During the past six months when Canada, in common with a 


\ world, was passing through a period of financial stringency, a great 
deal of emphasis was laid upon Canada’s so-called adverse balance of 
trade. It was pointed out that this country presented one of the most 
dangerous fields in the world owing to the wonderful prosperity and ex- 
pansion, which had characterized her during the previous dozen years. 
There was a general belief expressed by Canada’s critics that the pendu- 
lum would swing in the opposite direction and that this country would 
suffer severely from business depression, To substantiate their argu- 
ment they pointed out the large excess of imports over exports and con- 
cluded therefrom that Canada had a heavy adverse balance of trade. 
It was pointed out that for the fiscal year 1912-13 our imports totalled 


$651,943.515, Whle our exports were but little more than half, amount- 


ing 1¢ $393,232,057- 
Admitting the truth of the 
balance of trade, says the Journal of Commerce, it is interesting to note 
that in the fisrt six months of the fiscal year 1913-14, which ended joth 
September last, Canada's total trade amounted to S551,975,000 as com- 
pared with $590,265,000 for the corresponding six months of the previ- 
ous year. The chief point to be emphasized, however, was.the relation 
of imports to exports. For the six months just ended, our exports have 
been growing faster than our imports. The exports for the six months 
amounted to $211,000,000,. as compared with $173, 
2, or an increase of $33,- 
increased from 


of the present year 
000,000 for the corresponding period of 191 
000,000. During the same ,period, our imports only 
$328,000,000 to $340,000,000, a gain of but $12,000,000. For the month 
of September itself, this tendency is even more marked. While our 
total trade increased from $87,000,000 to $95,000,000, imports actual- 
ly declined from $57,000,000 to $54,000,000, _ while exports showed a 
gain of from $29,000,000 to $41,000,000. In other words, the adverse 
balance of trade, which has been so frequently commented upon by 
hostile critics, is becoming 2 thing of the past, and Canada, instead 
of borrowing money to pay her debts, is selling her natural products 
and thereby redeeming her obligations.

One of the worst mine disasters in 
Canadian history occurred — thirty- 
three years ago to-day, when an ex- 
plosion in the Foord Pit, in the Pic- 
tou fields of Nova Scotia, cost tie 
lives of forty-four workmen. The ex- 
plosion came early in the morning, 
just as the men were going to work. 
Seven colliers were taken from the 
mine in an unconscious condition. 
Many men who were-in a different 
part of the mine escaped through 
tunnels which conected the pit with 
the Deep Seam mine. Just 2 month 
before the disaster of Nov. 12, 180, 
six men had been killed in the same 
mine, when water from an abandoned 
inine broke through into the Foor 
Pit. The two disasters damaged the 
mine to such an extent that it has 
never been fully repaired.

DAMAGES CLAIMED FOR CANCELLATION 
OF ADVERTISING CONTRACT 


Interesting to merchants and others ‘who use the press to bring 
the wares they have for sale under the eye of the consumer by adver- 
fg in the Superior Court in Montreal, in 
000 for loss of business resulting from 
the cancellation of a contract entered into between an advertiser and the 
Montreal Star. The evidence of the complainant proved beyond contro- 
versy the value of using the columns of 2 newspaper-to bring under the 
notice of consumers what the advertiser has for sale, and should not be 
lost sight of by merchants and others who desire an increase in and ex- 
tension of their business. 

The facts are as shown im the evidence given at the trial before 
Judge Lane, in the Superior Court in Montreal, that “H. H. Lyon of 
Lyon’s Drugs’ entered into a contract with the Montreal Star Publish- 
ing Co. to do certain advertising, which contract the Star cancelled, 
after certain advertising had been done, claiming that the advertising 
This Lyon denied and entered an action 
against the Star Company, claiming $120,000 damages for loss of 
business, the result of the cancellation of his contract. 

The case centres in the interpretation of the wording of the contract 
into which the parties entered. There is a clause in the contract pro-) Rule. 
viding that the Star Publishing Company: can cancel the contract when- 
ever it déems the advertising matter objectionable. 

The reaon given by the defendant for refusing to continue the in- 
sertion of plaintiff's advertisements was that other advertisers in the 
Star in the same line of business as that advertised by the Lyons, had 
complained that the plaintiff was advertising standard articles consider- 
ably below the regular prices, and as the Star Company was thus made 
vulnerable to an action for damages and desiring to be fair to all parties 
concerned, it had refused to continue the Lyon's advertisements. pire. It means an English majority

By-all appcar- 
ances they bad taken to'the raft, but 
were unable to keep upright and were 
washed off. “A watch on one of the 
men had stopped at 1.30 a.m. and 
Dr. Hunter says they probably were 
dead two days; it is ilkely that she 
foundered on Sunday night some dis- 
tance south of here. The bodics were 
identified as those of Stone, an In- 
dian from the reservation at Sarnia; 
Smith and Owen, from letters found 
on the bodies, but thelr addresses 
could not be made out.

, The Government is receiving re- 
ports hourly, claiming that the fall- 
ure of captains and officers to give 
proper regard to official storm six- 
nals, was in a large sense responsibic 
for some of the catastrophes, while 
itis further claimed that had some 
of the steamers been equipped, as are 
ocean liners, with apparaius for 
sprinkling olf upon the troubled wat- 
ers, the disaster could not have been 
so areas 

It ls expected that later on a com- 
mission will be appointed to consider 
the whole question of lake and river 
navigation. Hon. J. D. Hazen has a 
proposed bill already printed which 
will make regulations more binding 
upon skippers and impose penalties. 
Such a commission, it is sald here, 
might redraft the bill if this is deem- 
ed. necessary. 

The whole question of Government 
insurance has: been revived as a re- 
sult of the great lakes disaster. At 
present Lloyd's discriminates against 
Canadian shipping. 

Three Inquesta Planned. 

TORONTO, Nov. 18.—It Is under- 
stood that the Provincial Govern- 
ment ts arranging to have three [n- 
quests held in the lake countles 
which have been receiving the bodies 
of the atorm victims. The enormity 
of the task, if otherwise handled, has 
been pointed out to the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, and the Department haz taken 
action towards centralizing the Inves- 
tigations, 

Walkerton for Bruce County; Sar- 
ola for Lambton, and Goderich for 
Huron, have been chosen, and the 
Department has Instructed the local 
crown attorneys as to the best course 
to pursue. 

The Attorney-General states that 
he Is not aware of any steps planned 
at Ottawa, and that the Inatructions 
he has Issued will be subject to 
change If found necessary.

Savard ran forward but was too late, 

Picard commenced his police career 
as a member of the Montreal force. 
‘He did daty as a patrol man for many 
years, and was regarded as ono of the 
most fearless men on the force. River 
front desperadoes wero particularly 
afraid of him. In due course he was 
made a detective and served under the 
late Chief Cullen and ex-Chief Car- 
penter.

FEARS FOR EXPLORERS 








Tho Karluk Has Not Been Sighted 

Since August 1% and Up to Nor, 

11 No Word Had Been Recetred 

- of Arrival at Herschell Inland— 

Vancourer Men Are Inclined to 
Dixcredit the Story. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Tho New 
York Sun publishes the following 
special from Seattle, Wash.: 

Vilhaljmar Stefansson, Arctic ex- 
Plorer and discoverer of the white 
Eskimo, who was aboard tho steam- 
ship Karluk when the vessel was last 
sighted off Flaxmsn Island on Aug. 
14, possibly is lost, as Is the vessel 
and all her people. 

Nothing has been heard or seen of 
the Karluk since that date, despite 
the fact that extensive search has 
been made for her. Whalers say 
there is little hope of her ever being 


discovered, as she is known to have i 


encountered the heavy weather which 
Prevalled off the Alaskan coast carly 
in October, 

This js the opinion of membera of 
the Canadian Arctic exploration party 
at Cotinson Ioint, according to a de- 
spatch received from Fairbanks yes- 
terday. 

Stefansson left Victoria last sum- 
mer with an expedition outfitted by 
the Canadian Government to make 
explorations and scientific research 
along the northern coast of the Amer- 
{ean continent, 

The last word the Naval Depart- 
ment at Ottawa had of the where- 
abouts of the Karluk was in a lele- 
gram from R. M. Anderson, com-

IN TIME FOR FUNERAL 
Mourned Hamilton Sallor Walks 
Alive Into His Home. 














































While Family of John Thompson 
Were Grouped Around Corpse 
Which They Identified as His, the 
Heal Man Enters and Turns Sor 
row to Joy—Remarkable Resem- 
blance Between Two Men, 


HAMILTON, Nov. 20.—To walk 
into his home where the members of 
his family were gathered about a cas- 
ket that was supposed to contain his 
dead body, which had been cast up 
by the watera of Lake Huron, follow- 
ing the storm of last .week, was the 
remarkable experience that befell 
John Thompson, 422 North John 
street, last evenlog. His appearance 
turoed the house of mourning Into 


one fi 2 joy, and it was quickly rid of 
the Ki teaeasn remains und the em- 
blema "> which were In the 


room ane otth the body that was 
brought back from Goderich by the 
father Tuesday. The living son's en- 
trance into the house where he was 
mourned as dead was a great shock, 
as the membera of the family were 
ared for such # happening, but 
was such a sbock as they could 
easily bear.! 

On Monday Thoma: Thompson re- 
celved a message from his daughter 
at Sarnia that her brother John was 
aboard the steamer James Carruthers 
when {t sank last week on Lake Hu- 
ron. He at once left for Goderich, 
where a number of bodies from the 
Carruthers had been washed ashore 
and were in the morgue. He reached 
that place Jate at night, and was at 
once shown 2 number of bodies that 
lay there awaiting Identification. He 
noticed that the toes on the foot of 
one of the corpses were crossed, as 
were his son’s, and decided to fur- 
ther examine it. On the arm was a 
tattoo mark with the Initials “J. T.” 
This was identical with one on his 
son’s arm. On the nose was a mark 
almilar to one his son bore, and be- 
sides this there was a similarily in 
the teeth; hia son has lost one eye 
tooth and two lower teeth, and these 
teeth were also missing from the 
mouth of the corpse. Lastly there 
was on the leg of the corpse a sccor 
from a burn similar to a mark on ‘His 
son. 

With so many remarkable points 
of resemblance, In addition to the 
general appearance of the body, both 
in stature and features, he was con- 
vinced that it was his son. The only 
difference was in ihe hair, bis son’s 
being very dark, and that of the 
corpse inclined to a brown shade, but 
It was explained that the action of 
the water might cause this, and in 
view of all the other points of re- 
semblance this was not seriously re- 
garded. 

Mr, Thompson made arrangements 
for the conveyance of the body to this 
city, and it arrived yesterday. After 
being prepared for vurial it was tak- 
en home, and arrangements were 
made for its burial this morning. 
Many floral tokens were sept by 
friends of the family, and a number 
of spiritual bouquets were laid on the 
coffin for prayera for the repose of 
bis soul. 

About five o'clock last evening 
Jobn Thompson walked into his home 
after having read that he was dead, 
and looked at the remains that were 
supposed to be his. The resemblance 
between his face and that of the 
corpse was striking even then, and it 
was not dificult to understand how 
the father and other members of the 
family were decelved. The son. In- 
formed the members of bis family 
that he had read while In Toronto 
Uhat he was reported dead, and did 
not reach this city til! yesterday, not 
having In the meantime sent word to 
the family that he was alive. 

He explained that he did not sall 
on the Carruthers, but left hero on 
the Canada, which he teft when it 
! reached the Welland Canal, From 

there he made his way to Montreal, 

and then went back to Toronto, 
where he read the report of his death.

FICE REQUIRES THEM PUT 
ON BACKS OF LETTERS 








In order to.obyiate the misumier- 
standing which arose fast year when 
the Postal Department issued its 
regulations resarding the use of the 
Seals of Charitable orzanizations on 
Christmas mail matter, the Post- | 
master-General has just made a more 
explicit statement of the require 
ments for the present season. 

All mail matter may carty special 
seals, provided they are placed un the 
back only and thus not confure the 
postal employees, A similar rule ap- | 
plied to pracels. It is also requiret | 
that the stamps, or, as they are to 
be called, “‘Seals”, shall be dissimi- 
lar in form from postaze stamps, amd 
to this end some of the institutions. 
notably the Anti-Tuberculosis Cru- 
saders, have chosen a new aml dis- 
tinctive design.

> Complaints, for many, years past, have beta made of the wasteful 
munagement ‘of the Quebec arsenal, by: which hundreds ‘of thousands 
of dollars have, been’ sunk in mismanagement and inthe manufacture’ of 
ammunition which proved to be useless, and had tobe thrown into the 
scrap heap. An investigation was ordered fast winter, which has re- 
sulted in showing that no less than some twelve million rounds of am- 
munition were found to be defective. . Since then new. methods have 
been adopted, and the machinery generally, has’ been tuned op. The 
new ammunition was sent to thé School of Musketry at Halifax, and 
a report has just been received that it is\of the highest class in accur- 
acy, strength and uniformity. When the. inquiry took place evidence 
was given to the effect that the gauges used in the arsenal had been 
made in Woolwich, whereas on further investigation it has been found 
that not a single Woolwich gauge was employed. The inferior kind 
which were used were responsible largely for the imperfect ammunition 
turned out. An attempt was made to sulvape six or seven million 
rounds, but the results were so unsatisfactory that the inspectors have 
recommended that it be scrapped, in addition to the twelve million 
rounds previously condemned. To the scrap heap also go 160,000 steel 
clips or chargers found to be useless, not having been made according to 
specifications. 

Another conspicuous example of lax- methods was furnished in the 
had handling of the raw material used in 1,500,000 cartridge cases 
which were in course of construction. It was necessary to melt this 
down. Most of the machinery used at the arsenal had been allowed to 
become so run down that it was impossible to turn out proper ammuni- 
tion, though the manufacture proceeded. 

It has been established that there was no stock-taking for thirteen 
years at the arsenal. The shell factory established there three years 
ago has-not yet produced a single shell of correct dimensions, and its 
machinery is in such a condition that the place has, been practically 
closed down. An attempt has been made to salvage about 8,000 shells, 
but it is doubtful if this can be done to any degree whatever. In test- 
ing, one $3,000 quick-firing gun was ruined, and it is 2 serious question 
whether any further attempts at rectification will be made. The mone- 
tary loss arising will probably exceed $100,000. The general conduct 
of the institution under the old regime is regarded as scandalous, and 
steps taken to reform it on the basis of efligiency reflect credit upon 
the Minister of Militia and the experts whom he has engagyd, “~~ 

The result of this probing into the management of the manufacture 
of “ammunition for our volunteers by the Laurier Government. is sum- 
marized as follows :—

The imperfect condition of the machinery which caused the “blow 
backs,"’ was due to faults which were discovered and ‘rectified as soon 
as it was carefully examined.

(At present Canada 
is the largest silver producing country 
in. the world, yet only a very ‘small 
proportion of the raw material is: re- 
fined in Canada, most of it being ship- 
ped out of the country, chiefly to the 
United States” This entails a consid- 
erable loss of rerenue to the Dominion. 

Some interesting figores which throw 
light upon the operations of the Mint 
since its opening, 1908, up till quite 
recently, have just been compiled. 
They show that the total valuo of gold, 
silver and bronze coined during that 
period amounts to $5,710,944.53, divid-

The Montreal Gazette of the 2st 
has the following: *'Mr. Morris, M.P., 
who was in town on the 20th inst., de- 
clined to make'any statement as yet, 
beyond the fact that’ he had absolute- 
ly no personal knowledge of any cor- 
ruption or irregularities practiced by 
his agents in the Chatcauguay cam- 
paign, and ho believed the election 
had been thoroughly honest on the 
Conservative sido. ; 

“The charges against Mr. Fisher and 
his agents have not yet been filed, 
but it was stated by a prominent Con- 
servative that direct bribery and at- 
tempt at bribery would be charged. 
The Conservatives have forty-three af- 
fidarits,in their possession, it was stat- 
ed, sombof the allegations made being 
to the effect that Mr. Fisher had per- 
sonally given $2,000 to ony man at 
Howick and $3,000 to another man if 
the sazae town ‘for election purpeses,”’ 
and that this moncy had been corrupt- 
ly used.

Been.Known to Drink. 

















A curious fact In connection with 
animal Iife on the deserts of the 
southwest is that rabbits, quail, squir-} 
rales, deer, antelope, the. mountain 
sheep, and any number of reptiles and 
insects, Iva at, great distances rom 
visible water. The jack rabbit is spe 

telally notable in this respect: and. 
moreover, flourishes In regions with- 
out a particle of green food in sight 
for miles ard celles, 
Westerners astert that the jack rab 
t may be found, bappy and fat, 
epending the day under a scrap of 
bush that makes little more shade 
than a fishnet. His skin ts as porous 
as a plece of buckskin, and the heat 
1s suficient to evaporate every drop 
of blued {u his body; yet be seems tu 
get on very ulcely, 

Californians aver that no one has 
ever seen a jack rabbit drink. Those 
who have camped for days on the 
deserts in vicinities where the ouly 
water for soiles round was to be 
found, aud with rabbits everywhere, 
declare that never does one of the 
| tittle fellows come to the springs to 
crink. Men have even gone so far a3 
to examine the margins of water 
holes in those districts, with never 
a truck of the rabbit disclosed be- 
yond where the grass grew.

Compare the luxury and speed 
and frequeney with which we travel by 
ser and land today with the way our 
fathers travelled, and “he rates charged 
today are lower on the average than 
they were then, yot the demand fcr 
more service and. more luxury never 
ceanes, In every other Inet a bet. or 
article justifies a better price, and if the 
railways are continue to pat in new 
and expamsive appli fo inervase 
the eafety of the public, to run more 
trains, and to meet the ever-increasing 
demand of their employes for higher 
wagtn and sherter hours, and of the 
public for increased facilities, on ine
